His course and conduct of public 
affairs assures our country’s united 
perserverance in the war and guar- 
antees the security and preservation 
of the principles of true democracy

Sotprers Pay AND PENSIONS. 

I realize that our brave boys are 
not fighting for money. That duty 
impels where money would be no 
motive. But that does not mitigate 
the act of ingratitude and injustice, 
which holds the soldiers pay down 
tothe hard time wage of 1914. 

With a rich country anda stan- 
dard of living as*high as any coun- 
try in the world, Canada should 
raise the classifications for pensions 
and make the pensions as high as 
those of any other country in the 
war. These are not matters of 
generosity or gratuities. They are 
matters of simple justice and sacred 
obligations. If elected I will vote 
for increased pay for soldiers and 
increased pensions, to those entitled 
to them. 

TARRIF AND PROTECTION 

Gur party has stood for tarriff 
reform, including free farm imple- 
ments, lower tariff on all necessities, 
and wider markets for our produce, 
so long that these are taken as a 
matter of course. Iam no recent 
convert to the doctrine of freer 
trade and have been a life long op- 
ponent of the principal of protective 
tariff, yielding no revenue to any 
one except the protected interest, 
while levying tribute upon every 
consumer. This is a question so 
vital to the interests of the agricul- 
tuarl west, that to postpone possible 
action for another five years, means 
the loss of millions to our province. 
If we are to have an election we 
had just as well yote our conviction 
now as fiye years from now. The 
present administration promises no 
redress. Huving raised the tariff 
from 5% to 74% during the first 
term, an epproval by the people at 
the polls will be taken by the goy- 
ernment as justication for further 
advances, which we may exnvect. 

Are you prepared for another in- 
crease? 

There are numerous other ques- 
tions for which liberalism will 
stand in the forthcoming parlia- 
ment; notably revision of the laws, 
with charters to local banks, sub- 
ject to government inspection. 
The recovery by the provinces of 
all revenue from natural resourccs 
within their boundaries. The 
abolition of hereditary titles, rapid- 
ly diyiding our people into classes 
and under mining our democracy. 
The control of cold storage plants 
and the conscription of wealth, aa 
a means of reducing taxation upon 
the people of small means, a busi- 
ness administration free from profi- 


teering. These are questions of 
such vital importance that the de- 
lay of five years in there adoption 
will too serious and too expensive 
to our people. 

There never was a betler time to 
follow the slogan-‘‘Do it now’’. 

I believe in Canada, its present 
and its future. Nothing would 
please me better than to think that 
I have had some small part in the 
development and progress of that 
greater Canada in which I believe 
and for which I hope 

If I represent your views, help me 
to win.

Buttermaking on the Farm 


Valuable Information Contained in 


Government Bulletin 


In Bulletin No. 53 of the dairy and 
cold storage branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, Ottawa, Mr. 
George H. Barr, chief of the dairy 
division, in descriptive form deals 
with the process of buttermaking 
from the raw milk until it ts ready 


for the market. He points out the 
defects sometimes found in dairy 
butter and explains how they are 


caused. He tells of the conditions 
that are necessary to produce — fine- 
flavored cream, of advisable methods 
in creaming and of the use of the 
separator, He gives statistical tab- 
les of results of separating at differ- 
ent temperatures and at variations 
speed. He describes what is neces- 
sary to get rich cream and the man- 
ner in which it should be prepared 
for churning. He advises as to salt- 
ing and working the butter and coun- 
sels as to the wisdom of care in 
packing and of using parchment 
paper of good quality, After passing 
reference to the regulations regard- 
ing the branding of butter, he con- 
cludes with some suggestions as_ to 
utensils and their care and the way 
to get the best results in farm dairy 
work. Blue prints of the plans given 
can be had from the dairy and cold | 
storage commissioner, Otatwa, and 
the bulletin itself can be had free, | 
cither in English or French, from!

Why Canada in War 


Lieut: O’Grady Tells of Conditions 
in German Prison Camps 


Lieut. O'Grady, taken prisoner by 
the Germans at Ypres, April 15, 1915 
related a series of interesting ex- 
periences at the Rotary club lunch- 
con at the Fort Garry hotel, says the 
Winnipeg Free Press, He spoke of 
his trip to prison camp with other 
prisoners huddled together in box 
cars; of the curiosity of the German 
officers and civil population and of 
the attitude of the German toward 
Cinada’s part in the war. “Germans 
cannot understand the close relation- 
ship between Canada and Britain and 
express wonder that Canada shouid 
have participated,” he said. ‘Many 
of them think we fight because cf 
the money in it, until told of good- 
faying positions sacrificed to join the 
their won- 
der.” 

Lieut. O'Grady said that Germany 
has a wonderful food organization. 
The men on the front secure excel- 


lent food. Those back of the line 
fare badly, while those in the rear 
are thankful for whatever they can 
get. German soldiers in this class 


have been arrested for various of- 
fences and food has been found in 
their pockets. 

The Germans have no sense of 
humor, he declared. Incidents that 
taake British and Canadian soldiers 
laugh heartily, leave the Germans 
impassive, 

Living conditions of prisoners are 
frequently repulsive. In one instance 
he was placed in a small room with 
18 others. Space was so _ limite. 
that the bunks had been built one 
above the other. Insulfs and siurs 
were common, If a prisoner wanted 
a bath, it was necessary to stand out 
in the snow and have an orderly pour 
water over him, 

Victories in Germany were de- 
clared by continuous ringing of bells 
and the display of flags. When 
Lord Kitchener was drowned, bells 
rang for two days.

American School Children to Re- 
ceive Instruction in Democracy 


American school children will soon 
[have put before them material for 
|“education in democracy,” at the re- 
|quest of President Wilson, through 
the co-operation of the food adminis- 
jtrator and United States commission 
jer of Education, P. P. Claxton. 

A serics of bulletins entitled “Less 
sons in Community and Nationai 
Life” will be issued to pupils of all 
schools, calling attention to the 
necessity for conservation of food 
and other national resources. They 
will serve the further purpose of 
training pupils in recognition of their 
rights and obligations in the democ- 
racy in which they live. 

_ The food administrator has ade 
Gressed a letter to school authorities, 
outlining the plan as follows: 

“To the superintendents and prin- 
cipals of the schools of the United 
States: 


“In keeping with the plan outlined 
by the president, the United States 
food administration will co-opcrate 
with the department of the interior 
in issuing through the bureau of ed- 
ucation a series of bulletins which 
will contain “Lessons in Community 
and National Life.” These lessons 
will serve the very urgent immediate 
|purpose of calling attention to the 
Inecessity of conserving food and all 
other resources of the nation, They 
will serve at the same time the broad- 
er purpose of training pupils in the 
ischools to recognize their rights and 
obligations in the co-operative soci- 
ety in which they live. 

“IT urge all school officers to proe 
mote with vigor this plan for the 
more definite and comprehensive 
teaching of democracy.”

The Working Horse 


Proper Feed and Care Necessary for 
Maximum Service 

One of the limiting factors in the 
present food production campaign is 
horse labor, Unless a horse be given 
proper feed and carc he will not give 
maximum service. 

In obtaining economy and efficien- 
cy of farm horse labor an analysis 
of the subject of how to care for the 
horse is necessary, The points to be 
considered are: 1, feed; 2, water; 3, 
shoulders and harness; 4, feet; 5, 
tecth; 6, body parasites; 7, barn san- 
itation, 

The work horse should reccive a 
comparatively large allowance of 
easily digested grain and a corres- 
pondingly small allowance of palat- 
able roughage. Oats alone are not 
satisfactory, for the reason that they 
supply too much energy and. not 
enough tissue-forming material. Mix- 
ed with corn however, they form 
the finest of all horse feeds, 

Water should be given regularly 
but not in large quantities when the 
horse‘is overheated. 

The harness should be kept clean, 
particularly those parts which press 
heavily against the body such as the 
collar and the pad, 

The horses feet are usually well 
attended to but nt so_ his teeth, 
When a horse begins to leave part of 
his feed uneaten it is time that the 
teeth should be examined, Many 
liorses get in poor condition and are 
dosed with medicine to no purpose, 
when the teeth are wholly the cause 
of the trouble. ,

Holland Feeds Germany 


Notwithstanding German Militarism 
Has Long Been a Menace 
to Dutch Independence 


A very clear and convincing state- 
men_of the conditions under which 
the Dutch have fed Germany is sent 
to the New York Times by Mr. John 
C. Van der Veer, the London editor 
of the Amsterdam Telegraf. The fig- 
ures show how certain traders have 
derived immense profits from send- 
ing supplies to Germany even though 
part of these were badly needed at 
home. The trade with Germany for 
the years 1915 and 1916 was some 
ten times greater than the trade with 
England, though England has always 
been one of Holland’s best custom- 
ers, ‘Mr, Van der Veer says that the 
majority of Dutchmen do not favor 
this policy, not only because it men- 


Britain, but also because German 
militarism has long been a menace to 
Dutch independence. The designs of 
Germany on Holland have long been 
notorious, and that cotintry would 
have been invaded as readily as Bel- 
gium had it been for the interest of 
Germany to do so. If Dutch sym- 
pathy with the allies is as general 
as Mr. Van der Veer says it is a pity 
that it has not found more adequate 
expression. Meanwhile the United 
States cannot be expected to - take 
Practical account of it by lifting the 
embargo it has been driven to put 
on Dutch commerce from this coun- 
try for our own and our allies’ pro- 
tection.—Philadelphia Public Ledger,

How Many Hun 
Submarines Lost? 


Germany Losing Pirate Ships at 
Rate of Four a Week 


From January to the present date 
the British navy has destroyed twice 
as many German submarines as dur- 
ing the whole of 1916. Mr, Lloyd 
George is authority for the state- 
ment. The number destroyed in 1916 
is not known, but it is believed to 
be approximately 75 under-water ves- 
sels, Assuming this to be correct, 
Germany has already lost this year 
no fewer than 150 U-boats or at the 
rate of about four a week. If this 
be so it is no wonder that the loss 
of steamers through the activities of 
Hun pirates has been so greatly re- 
duced. At present the loss per week 
in tonnage is less than one-third of 
what it was in April last, when the

He was tortured by scientific ways 
of verifying sightlessness, but. never 
once departed from a fixed blank 
aze, presenting always an absolute 
insensitiveness of expression in his 
eyes, He was finally declared totally 
blind and included in a recent ex- 
change of permanently disabled pri- 
soners,

| The Torch to U. S. 


| Present Conflict Not a War But a 
Crusade, Says a Canadian 


Cessation of the world war at this 
time would mean the waste of -all 
that nations have given to defeat 
Germany, Rev. Dr, Bruce Taylor, 
{principal of Queen’s University, and 
former chaplain of the 42nd Canadian 
Highlanders, declared at the final 
session at Philadelphia of the con- 
ference of college and university re- 
presentatives and the university séc- 
tion of the committee of engineer- 
ing and education of the advisory 
commission of the council of nation- 
al defence. 

“Canada is now handing the torch 
to the United States,” said Dr. Tay- 
jlor, after describing his experiences 
lon the European battlefronts. “The 
present conflict is no ordinary war, 
but a crusade, and the United States 
must give all it has, for we are al- 
most spent.” 

The speaker deplored the frightful 
losses among college men, who, he 
said, “were sent from Canada merely 
sto stop a gap and die obscured, with 
their technical training of no avail.” 

“But they served their purpose,” 
he added, “for they stopped the first 
German rush,”

| placed on pay and allowances, until 
he has been put in shape again. 

The military hospital commission 
makes this statenient to correct the 
impression which seems to have 
gained circulation, that a discharged 
soldier can go to a inedical practi- 
tioner as a civilian and receive treat- 
ment, or enter a hospital as a civil- 
ian and then forward the bill to the 
government for payment.

No farmer should kill a calt 
until it is at least a month old, so 
that it will be valuable for food and 
its-skin valuable for leather; more- 
over, more heifer calves should be 
raised so as to increase the dairies 
and provide for an increase in milk, 
The cattle have been killed in nearly 
all countries at war to an alarming 
extent, hence there will be a great 
scarcity of milk products and beef 
for some years.

Real light upon what German 
minds mean by “the freedom of the 
seas” comes from an article which 
Count von Reventlow © published 
last March, but which the German 
censorship prevented getting out of 
Germany until recently, A transla- 
tion which appears in an English 
paper gives this: 

“Of course we do not mean by the 
phrase that free use of the sea which 
is the common privilege of all the 
nations in times of peace, the right 
to the open highways in international 
trade. That sort of freedom of the 
sca we had before the war. What we 
understand today by this doctrine is 
that Germany should possess such 
maritime territories and such naval 
bases that at the outbreak of the war 
we should be able, with our navy 
ready, reasonably to guarantee our- 
selyes the command of the sea. We 
want such a jumping off place for 
our navy as would give us a fair 
chance of dominating the seas and 
ef being free of the seas during the 
viar, The inalienable possession of 
the Belgian seaboard is therefore’ 1 
matter of life and death to us, and 
the man is a traitor who wonld faint- 
heartedly relinquish this coast to 
England. «Our ain must be not only 
to keep what our arms have already 
won on this coast, but sooner or lat- 
er to extend our scaboard to tlie 


south of the Straits of Calais.”

Reduction in Consumption of Beef, 
Bacon and Other Com- 
modities Noted 


As a result of regulations provid- 
g for “:beefless and baconless 
ays” and other restrictions imposed 
bn public cating places at the in- 
tlance of the food controller, a very 
great saving has been effected in sup- 
plies needed for export to the allied 
arinies and nations, The first an- 
houncement of the reductions in the 
tonstmption of bcef, bacon and 
wheat flour brought about by the 
trder-in-council, effective August 17, 
regulating the serving of these com- 
nioditics in hotels and restaurants, 
was made by Mrs. Jean Muldrew, di- 
tector of domestic economy in the 
office of the food controller. Mrs. 
Muldrew addressed the convention of

The Basis for Confidence 


Allies Keeping the Enemy Always 
on the Defensive = 


The Allies in the west have not 
developed sufficient striking power to 
achieve that “breaking through” 
which we must regard as postponed 
‘ n indefinite future. But they have 
: own the power tq pin the enemy 
to tie defensive and 
subject him to a bitter process of at- 
trition, Carcful studies of German 
tesources in man power and their ex- 
ploitation in battle indicate an enor- 
mous incfease in the strain and los- 
ses to which their defensive exposes 
them. It has been calculated that 
they have been-compelled to pass 
twice as many army divisions 
through the fire of the western fight- 
ing of this year as they did in the 
battle of the Somme, and the latter 
was a supreme effort in the course 
of which the German front at one 
moment faced disaster. It has been 
reported that the scheme of new 
German divisions to be formed out 
of new troops has largely been aban- 
doned because of the necessity of fill- 
jing up the existing cadres. It has 
been asserted that the Germans are 
no longer able to give their regiments 
on an active section of the front the 
ustial complete rest behind the lines 
after battle, but must be content with 
transferring them to the trenches in 
the less active sectors. As for pun- 
power, the superiority of the Allies 
has not been questioned for a long 
time. It would seem as if conditions 
at the beginning of the war are now 
reversed, so that Germany is com- 
pelled to economize in guns and am- 
munition at the expense of her maa- 
power. 


_ Unquestionably the allied offen- 
‘nt the losses would-be much lighter 

an the enemy's from the fact of 
lied superiority in artillery, Among 
*e French the Petain policy of strict 
conomy in men is established. We 
have the statement, for example, that 
in the recent French successes 
around Verdun tle artillery forces 
brought into play were numerically 
about equal to the infantry; this is 
confirmed by the repeated German 
reports of positions abandoned “with- 


out fighting.” After Nivel’ un- 
happy experience the Fren have 
grimly accepted Hindenburg’s chal- 


lenge to blast their way forward at 
the cost of their own cities and vil- 
lages. But if we assume that the 
allied losses have been as heavy as 
the German losses, and that their ef- 
fect on the offensive has been as 
strenuous as the German offensive, 
it is still patent that the power 
strike is there. The recent allied ef- 
forts have been described as a cam- 
paign of observation. The French on 
the Aisne have won a line of obser- 
| vation posts and secured the advan- 
tage which the Germans have held 
hitherto. The British in Flanders 
have been winning a similar outlook 
from the low hills of that flat coun-

Money Earned Through Manufac- 
ture of Liquor a Dear-Bought 
Gain 


In the sermon entitled “The Use 
‘of Money,” the founder of Metho- 
dism, Rev. John Wesley, said: 

“None can gain by swallowing up 
his neighbor's substance without 
gaining the damnation of hell. This 
is a dear-bought gain, And so is 
whatever is procured by hurting our 
neighbor in his soul, by ministering, 
directly or indirectly, to his unchas- 
tity or intemperance. Neither may 
we gain by hurting our neighbor in 
his body. Therefore we may not sell 
anything which tends to impair 
health, Such is eminently all that 
liquid fire, commonly called drams 
or spirituous liquors. It is true these 
may have a place in medicines; they 
may be of use in some bodily dis- 
orders, although there would rarely 
be occasion for them were it not for 
the unskillfulness of the practitioner. 
Therefore, such as prepare and _ sell 
them only for this end may keep 
their conscience clear. But who are 


they? Who prepare them only for 
this end? Do you know ten such 
distillers in’ England? 


“Then excuse thesé. But all who 
sell them in the common way to any 
that will buy are poisoners generally, 
They murder his majesty’s subjects 
whelesale, neither does their eye 
ity or spare. They drive them to 
hell like sheep; and what is their 
gain? Is it not the blood of men? 

“Who then, would envy their es- 
tates and sumputoud palaces? A 
curse is in the midst of them; the 
curse of God cleaves to the stones, 
the timber, the furnflure of them. 
The curse of God is in their gardens, 
their walks, their groves, a fire that 
burns to the nethermost hell, Blood, 
blood is there; the foundations, the 
walls, the floor, the roof are stained 
with blood! Though they are cloth- 
ed in scarlet and fine linen and fared 
sumptuously every day, canst thou 
hope to deliver down the fields of 
blood to the third generation? 

“Not so, for there is a God in 
heaven; therefore thy name shall 
soon be rooted out. Like as those 
whom thou has destroyed body and 
soul, ‘thy memorial shall perish with 
thee.’ ”"—H, Arnott, M.B., M.C.?.S., 
Social Service Board.

New Military 
Hospital 


Six Hundred Bed Convalescent. Hos- 
pital to Be Erected in 
Montreal 


_ Announcement is made by the mil- 
itary hospitals commission that it 
will erect a six hundred bed convel- 
escent hospital on property adjacent 
to the MacDonald College site at 
Ste. Anne de Bellevue, Montreal, 
McGill University will be associated 
with the commission in the project, 
An order-in-council ratifying the 
transaction has been passed, 


Construction will begin at once 
and the institution will be ready for 
occupation by the new year, a 
‘lan permits an expansion to 900 
eds, if necessary, 


The decision to erect an institution 
of this large size was prompted by 
the many changes which have taken 
place in the character of the treat- 
ment accorded the returned soldicrs. 
Much of this treatment requires 
highly trained specialists of great 
ability and the scarcity of meu of 
this calibre together with the great 
expense of duplicating costly equip- 
ment has necessitated concentrating 
the future work of the military hos- 
Pitals commission in such large in- 
stitutions, 


The Drummond street hospital 
will now be used as an active treat- 
ment hospital for the Montreal area 
and convalescents will be treated at 
Ste. Anne, 


One of the great inerits of the Ste, 
Anne site is the proximity of Mac- 
Donald college with its splendid 
facilities for vocational training, It 
is a part of the ‘agreement that the 
service of the college staff will be 
available 1o the commission in this 
important branch, 


The new institution will consist of 
a central administration block with 
four outlying, two-story wings cach 
containing 150 beds. Smaller wings 
in close contact will contain  cquip- 
ment of the latest type for the ad- 
ministration of special treatments 
such as the various types of clectri¢ 
treatment, continuous baths, whirl- 
pool baths, nozzle baths, needle 
baths and arm and leg baths, vapor 
baths, ctc. Corrective apparatus for 
functional training and re-education 
of impaired mental and physical fac- 
ulties will be installed. There will 
be special buildings for the accom- 
modation of doctors, nurses, order- 
lies, etc.,-for vocational training, for 
recreation and amusements, A pow- 
cr plant is to be part of the scheme 
also, The kitchen and dining room 
are to the rearleonnected to the main 
building by corridors. The kitchen 
aill be equipped with the latest type 
of steam cookers, serving tables, ete. 
and a modern refrigerating plant will 
be installed. 

The building will be of the type 
of construction adopted by the mili- 
tery hospitals commission for its . 
new-work, being fire-proof and dur-° 
able, although not expensive, 


Warring Women Recall 
The Days of the Amazons 


There Were Three Nations of Them 
and They Fought Some 


That women in considerable nume- 
bers have joined the fighting ranks 
of the Russians may be accepted as 
a fact, and vague stories that Teu- 
tonic, or, at least, German women are 
also bearing arms seem to be con- 
firmed by statements coming to wus 
that the Russian Amazons recently 
captured some of their Teutonic sis- 
ters, 


The war has brought out a start!- 
ing reversion of barbarism, and, in 
this particular action of women, an- 
other remarkable reversion to the 
customs of primitive people. 

The Greek myth of the Amazons 
has puzzled anthropologists and _ giv- 
en rise to various conclusions, Some 
have attributed it to folk lore and 
others have dismissed it as pure fable 
but, as some thinker long ago sug- 
gested, even myths have a_ founda- 
tion of fact. The myth of the Ama- 
zons was conspicuously illustrated in 
Greck art, especially in the friezes of 
the temples. 

According to a very ancient tradi- 
tion, the Amazons were a nation of 
women, or, to be more specific, three 
nations; the Asiatic Amazons, from 
whom the others were supposed to 
have branched off, dwelt on the 
shores of the Black sea, and among 
the mountains of the Caucasus, es- 

ecially in the neighborhood of Tre- 

igond, on the river now called Tere 
meh. 

They were said to have at one time 
subdued the whole of Asia, and to 
have built the cities of Smyrna, 
Ephesus, Cumae, and others, heir 
queen, Hyppolyte, or, by other ac- 
counts, Antlope, was killed by Her- 
cules, as the ninth of the labors im- 
posed on him by Eurystheus consist- 
ed in taking from her the shoulder 
belt bestowed by Mars. * 

On one of her expeditions th 
Amazons came to Attica in the time 
of Theseus. They also marched une 
der their queen, Penthelilea, to the 
assistance of Priam ainst the 
Grecks.

CARRYING ON OF THE WAR A DUTY 
ABOVE ALL OTHER CONSIDERATIONS 


ADVANTAGE NOW ON THE SIDE OF THE ALLIES 


No Relaxation of Military Effort 
German Government Remains 


Can Be Contemplated While the 
Obdurate, and All the Energies 


Of the Nation Must Be Directed to the One Great Purpose 


This was the rallying cry of the 
British premier at a meeting in Lon- 
don on Thursday last—“Concentrate 
upon victory!” It comes with inspir- 
ed force at a time when the distrac- 
tions of internal problems incident to 
the war threaten to divert the atten- 
tion of Canada from her supreme 
task, the planting of the flag of Lib- 
erty on the ruins of despotic militar- 
ism. At the time Mr. Lloyd George 
was speaking the guns of Flanders 
were thundering their approval of 
his call to the allied peoples to con- 
centrate upon ictory. 

The carrying on of the war is a 
duty that transcends all questions of 
national import. It is a necessity 
imposed upon nations that value their 
spiritual heritage and which are truly 
Joyal to the fundamental verities of 
life and progress. The nation or 
people that clects to shirk the perils 
and the sacrifices of a defensive war 
in which li and honor and civiliza- 
tion itself; at stake has pronounc- 
ed its own doom. Never in the 
world’s history has the issue been 
60 clearly defined; never in her past 
career has Canada espoused a cause 
with greater certainty that Right is 
on her side. Varying motives sway 
the allied nations in their fight with 
Germany, but all are united by a 
common danger to national security. 
Together they stand; divided they 
fall. It is this common ground of 
quarrel with Germany that makes 

eace impossible while the particu- 
lar aims of any of the allied nations 
remain unsatisfied. German states- 
men have endeavored to disseminate 
the false notion that the war con- 
tinues in order to satisfy the ambi- 
tions of Great Britain; that Russians, 
French and Italians are shedding 
their blood in vain to satisfy British 
seed and aggrandizement. But Mr. 
loyd George has been quick to 
point to the real cause of the contin- 
hance of the war: the declaration of 
the German foreign secretary that 
Germany would never contemplate 
the making of concessions to France 
especting Alsace-Lorraine. The 
ritish premier has made it clear that 
not Belgium only, but Alsace-Lor- 
faine must be unconditionally  sur- 
sendered by the Teuton, France has 
made colossal sacrifices to maintain 
her flag in Europe. She never can 
feel safe against attack in the future 
while German troops hold her lost 
provinces. To the insolent challenge 
of Germany the British nation re- 
plies with war and more war, until, 
as Mr. Lloyd George _ declares, 
France has “redeemed her oppressed 
children from the degradation of a 
foreign yoke.” 

Mr, Asquith was equally emphatic 
that no relaxation of military effort 
can be contemplated while the Ger- 
man government remains obdurate. 
While the desire for peace at any 
price is spreading among the Ger- 
man people, there are no signs of 
reasonable compromise on the part 
of the kaiser and his advisers, who 
have tried to sow discord between 


Britain and France. Mr. Asquith 
Says: 
“German diplomacy is not cele- 


brated for deftness, but even in its 
analysis it will be difficult to find a 
miore cluinsy or more transparent 
manoeuvre than this maladroit at- 


tempt to sow discord between our- 
selves and our French allies: Von 
Kuchlmann relegates the Belgian 


question to a secondary position, 

“I have formerly asked whether

The allies must add them to 
wheat flour to make the war bread 
now in universal use in European 
countries, Except in Italy, where 
the people normally consume much 
corn, there are few corn mills in 
Europe. Cornmeal, not being a dur- 
able commodity, cannot be shipped 
across the ocean in great quantities, 

The allies must have a wheat flaur 
basis for their war loaf. Unless the 
people of Canada and the United 
States are willing to substitute other 
cereals for part of the wheat flour 
which they normally consume, they 
will be denying even war bread to 
many thousands of people. Substi- 
tution of at least one pound of other 
cereals for one pound of wheat flour 
weekly, per person, would save a 
very large quantity of wheot 
export. It would still be far short 
of meeting the normal consumption 
requirements of the allics but it 
would save the situation,

How To Find 
Out About Casualties 


Procedure of Seeking and Trans. 
mitting Information Is 


Explained 
In view of the fact that the Cana- 
dian military authorities oversezs 


are almost swamped with inquiries 
in regard to casualties among the 
Canadian troops at the front, the mil- 
itia department has thought it advis- 
able to issue a statement showing 
how information may best be obtain 
ed, and describing the method em. 
ployed by the authorities in handling 
all information received, 

To begin with, it is stated that all 
inquiries with regard to casualties in 
the Canadian forces should be ad- 
dressed to the director of records, 
militia headquarters, Ottawa, and 
not to the authorities overseas. All 
information with regard to casual 
ties is dispensed frem London, Eng, 
by cable as soon as it is reccivcd) 
and consequent the records office 
here is possessed of it at the carliest 
possible period. Sometimes, when 
casualties are heavy, it takes as long 
as two wecks to get details at tha 
records office in England, but as soou 
as these details are available they are 
cabled to Ottawa. Information is 
then sent to the next of kin by tele- 
gram at the earliest possible time, 
Sometimes unofficial information {4 
received by the next of kin by direct 
cable froni*the soldier’s commanding 
efficer, but of course the militia de- 
partment can issue only informatios 
which has been confirmed. 

The procedure in obtaining infor- 
mation in order to reply to inquiries 
regarding officers and men whose 
names have appeared on the casualty 
list is as follows: 

In cases of deaths, wounds or seri+ 
ous illness, first reports reach tha 
record office by cable; in the event 
of death occurring, or the condition 
of the wounded or sick soldier be- 
coming worse, the report is received 
through the same channel. In all 
other cases further particulars, with 
the exception of replies to inquiries 
from this office, reach the record 
office by mail. 

On receipt of a telegram or letter 
asking for information, the casualty 
records are searched to ascertain if 
any later information than that al- 
ready in the possession of the writer 
has been received. If there is any it 
is at once sent to the inquirer, If 
rone has been received, an acknowl- 
cdgment of the telegram or letter is 
sent, and the writer is notified that 
inquiry is being made as to the pres- 
ent condition and whereabouts of the 
soldier, and the reply when received 
will be communicated to him or her, 


All inquiries of this nature are 
then sent to the section known as 
the war service message section, 


Each day, according to the number

Decision of the War a Question of 
Food Supplies 

In every attempt to save food ma- 
terials—and such an attempt should 
be made in the preparation of every 
meal, whether by the housewife at 
home or the chef in the hotel or res- 
taurant—certain facts should be kept 
in mind: “Our problem is to feed our 
allies this winter by sending them as 
much food as we can of the most 
concentrated nutritive value in the 
least shipping space. ‘These foods 
are wheat, beef, pork, dairy products 
and sugar, “Our solution is to eat 
less of these and more of other foods 
of which we have an abundance and 
to waste less of all foods.” ‘The lan- 
guage is that of the United States 
‘ood administration. 

The other side of this—the side 
we have been overlooking too gener- 
ally—is that now is the time for all 
who can afford to do so to eat many 
of those things that we have former- 
ly regarded as luxuries. “Use more 
chicken, fish, hare, rabbit, duck, goose 
and egg dishes of all kinds.” This 
will not only add to attractiveness of 
the table but will allow those other 
foods of concentrated nutritive value 
to be sent to our allies in France. 

Not only should there be no waste 
but careful thought should be used 
in the preparation of each menu, to

Fixing Food Prices 


Wealth of the Nation Produced by 
the Farmer 


Recently thirty-five thousand wage 
workers petitioned congress for con- 
trol of food prices. Yet this city, with 
many others, is being thrown from 
her commercial channels by labor 
strikes. We farmers loath most ¢x- 
ceedingly the conditions that allow 
food sharks to manipulate our mar- 
kets, and we wil! heartly support any 
just measures congress may make to 
completely and forever end = stitch 
work. But to fix a price on food- 
stuff and not fix a price on its chief 
ingredient, labor, would only hamp- 
er the farmer and his family the 
more, and compel them to sell their 
time at prices controlled by the 
prices of farm products. 

It seems strange to me that men of 
ability canot see that such a move 
would not only restrict production, 
but would, of all laws, be most un- 
just. The Civil war is said to have 
been to free the slaves, and Ameri- 
ca’s object in this war is to restore 
and preserve democratic liberties. 
Would the fixing of prices, without 
the fixing of wages be democratic 
One may sell his time in the form of 
corn, while another sells his by the 
hour. The farmer takes all the 
chances and uncertainties in crop 
production, while the latter is not af- 
fected and is careirce. 

But, you say, farmers are getting 
rich and riding around in automo- 
biles. My dear city dweller, allow 
me to say if the farmer idled away 
his time as many of you do and had 
no more use for an auto than most 
of you have, he would not have one. 
He produced the money that bought 
not only your auto but that modern 
home of yours, and he pays for your 
good clothes and all your outings. 
No wonder as he goes dawn the 
street you step aside to allow the 
rustic to pass. Now don’t say this

Increased 


Manitoba Producing More Creamery 
Butter Every Year 


A gratifying increase in the pro- 
duction of creamery butter in Mani- 
toba is being made this year. Up to 
October 6 a total of 80 carloads of 
creamery butter had been exported 
from the province, and the end of 
the year will see almost one hun- 
dred carloads sent out, ‘This com- 
pares with a total of 68 carloads for 
the full twelve months last year, At 
present this butter is selling at 42 
cents a pound at the point oi pro- 
duction, 

Some districts of the province are 
showing a remarkable increase _in 
Production, For instance, five 
creamcries have run all season be- 
tween Lakes Manitoba and Lake 
Winnipeg, where prior to this year 
there was only one creamery. Lach 
of these five factories has done a 
nice season’s business, and between 
them will sell close to half a million 
pounds of high grade and high pric- 
ed butter. ‘This means the bringing 
into that part of the country up- 
wards of $200,000, and now that so 
many of the farmers there have the 
nucleus of a dairy herd, they may be 
depended upon to increase the size 
of these herds right along. 

In two or three of the older dairy 
districts this has already been done 
to such an extert that individual ru- 
tal creamerics will make about !: 
a million zxounds of butter cach this 
year. When the industry reaches 
this stawe, the costs of cream gather- 
i and manufacturing are reduced 


ing 
alnost to a minimum.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 


Land Regulations 


Tre sole head ofa family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch 
ewan or Alberta; Applicant must appearin per- 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency ), on certain conditions. 

Duties—six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his home. 
stead on a farm of atleast 80 acres, on certain | 
conditions. A habitable house is required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. | 

In certain districts a hoimesteader in good 
standing may pre-empt a quarter-section along. 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—six months residence in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent; also 0} 
acres extra cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer- 
tain conditions. 

settler who hasexhausted his homestead 
tight may take a purchased homestead in certain 
listricts. Price $3.00 peracre. Duties---Must re- 
‘ide six months in each of three years, cultivate 
O acres and erect a house worth $300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live 
tock may be substituted for cultivation under 
vertain conditions,
